This is in response to the Office Action dated December 1 1 , 2008 having a 
shortened statutory period for response set to expire on January 1 1 , 2009. 

The Examiner's Action consists of a Requirement for Restriction under 
PCT Rule 13.1. 

In response to the requirement for Election of Species, dated December 
1 1 , 2008, Applicants traverse the requirement for the following reasons. The 
Examiner has failed to indicate the distinct species from which the election is to 
be made, contrary to MPEP § 809.02(a). In addition, the Examiner has 
mischaracterized the claims as discussed below with regard to being generic 
and/or reading upon species. 
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In order to further prosecution, it is assumed that the distinct species of 
primary alcohol to which restriction is required are monofunctional and 
difunctional alcohols as listed in claim 12: 

Group I. a) unsaturated monofunctional alcohols and 
b) branched monofunctional alcohols 

Group II. c) difunctional alcohols. 
The following election is made with this understanding. 

In view of the above, Applicants provisionally elect, with traverse, the 
following species from the "at least one primary alcohol": 

Group I. a) unsaturated monofunctional alcohols and b) branched 
monofunctional alcohols 

Claims 12-32 read upon the elected species. In this regard, it is 
respectfully submitted that the Examiner has made a mistake in the Office Action, 
page 2, fifth paragraph, in identifying claims 12, 18-21 and 28-32 as being both 
generic and reading upon the elected species. It is respectfully submitted that 
claims 12-32 are also generic.
